He is about the 
only prospective customer in sight for Senatorial gold bricks, and he 
must not be allowed to escape from buying

against his will for the part that Gas Addicks has played in Delaware. 
After a fight lasting twelve years, Addicks has been sold out simul- 
taneously by the Sheriff and his supposed friends, and the Senatorial 
toga is farther from his reach than ever. If the steel millionaire is 
wise he will save his money to bet at Monte Carlo and not throw it 
away buying Senatorial gold bricks from the thrifty, politicians who 
are offering him official honors at cut-rate prices. They have nothing 
to deliver and he has no business butting into Nevada politics. He 
can only get to the Senate by buying his way there. But if his vanity 
and ambition should lead him to pose before the whole country as

A VISIT TO CRAIG COLONY- 


Where the star of hope Is shining 


for the unfortunate victims of epilepsy. 
"ROCHESTER, N, Y,, Oct. 6, 1905. 


"One 
.of the most Interesting 
and 


hopeful public institutions In the Unit- 
ed States, 1£ not In the world, 1» the 
'•Craig Colony for* Epileptics," at Son- 
yea (sunny spot) about forty miles 
south of Rochester, New York. It will 
mean deliverance for many and much 
for all who suiter from thia most fliB- 
tressing of all maladies, and New York 
deserves the gratitude of the Nation 
for the work it has undertaken for 
humanity. 


"There Is one epileptic lor each GOO 


persons in the State of New York. If 
this ratio holds good throughout the 
country I do not know, but the prob- 
ability Is that it does and if so, then 
there are upwards of 100,000 of these 
unfortunates In the United States. It 
Is not too much to ask that tha best 
that science can do -be done for them. 
Science is having a fair, if not a per- 
fected, opportunity' at . Sonyea 
and 


seems to be making; the 'most of it- 


CAN SCIENCE HELP. 


"The lay mind has reached the in- 


ert conclusion, that science does not 
know anything about and cannot do 
anything for, the epileptic except to 
take care of him- This is true of the 
epileptic 
idiots, 
imbeciles and 
de- 


ments now living. Ths others science 
can help and it is' not impossible that 
science and enlightened law may be 
able to reach the larger portion of the 
three classes above mentioned before 
they are born at least In some measure 
preventing 
their 
advent 
Into 
the 
world. 


"Craig Colony occupies nearly 2,000 


acres of excellent land in the Genesee 
Valley and on both sides of Kishaqua 
Creek. The enterprise was not made 
the occasion for working off on the 
State of a job lot of land that nobody 
wanted, and as a result about $36,000

each year, 


and healthful employment is found for 
patients able to take advantage of the 
opportunity afforded.

THE MEASURE OF SUCCESS. 
"The idea of the colony system Is to 


segregate the patients for whom there 
Is hope into as many classes as pos- 
sible. Those for whom there is 
no 


hope 
are best off In 'custodial' and 


congregate 
institutions where their 


maintenance is cheaper. The redemp- 
tive work of Craig Colony is hamper- 
ed 'by having sent to it too many of 
the custodial 'classes, and yet perma- 
nent cures are effected in seven per 
cent of the whole number of commit- 
ments, and in about fifteen per cent 
of those remaining after excluding the 
idiots, Imbeciles and dements whose 
brains are irreparably injured. 
Dr. 


Spratl-lng, the head of the Institution, 
affirms that he could raise this per- 
centage to twenty-five if he could get 
hold of the patients when the disease 
first manifests itself. 
This 
ha 
has 


been able to do in only one and one- 
half per cent of the commitments. The 
fault is with the parents or guardians 
who hang: on to their charges until 
hopeless of them, often until science 
becomes hopeless of them, also. 


A STAR OF HOPE SHINING. 


"In the treatment of epilepsy each 


case is purely individual and must 
be studied apart from others. 
A full 


family history is exacted as a prere- 
quisite to admission, over 300 ques- 
tions requiring explicit answers. For 
the study of the Individual, the most 
perfect appliances known are enjoyed. 
An expert pathologist does 
nothing 


but study epilepsy in detail, the blood, 
the brain, the cellular construction, 
the digestive juices, etc., patiently and 
with exceeding care, with microscope, 
camera and stereopticon, he searches 
for miture's inscrutible reasons why, 
And the medical faculty do say that 
progress is making, mysteries are be- 
ing unlocked to mistlfy no more and 
human suffering is being alleviated. 
The star ot hope rests .over Sonyea, 
shining dimly perhaps, for there is 
nothing- spectacular being done, 
but 


the star is there none the less—Jin fact, 
all the more. 


THE QUESTION OF CAUSES- 
"Epilepsy Is accounted for at Sonyea 


by direct heredity in 16 per cent of 
1070 
cases classified. 
Alcoholism in 


the parents accounted for 14 per cent 
more. 
Drunkenness in the epileptic 


himself accounts for a considerable 
additional percentage. In 50 cases out 
of 508 alcoholism in the patient him-' 
self was directly either a sole or a. 
distributing cause. Insanity 1 na par- 
ent accounts for 9 per cent nf epilepsy, 
and tubeculosis 13 per cent. Heredity 
or acquired syphilis adds an unascer- 
tained percentage. In all 56 per cent 
out of 1070 cases studied showed that 
the sins of parents had been visited 
upon descendants In the form of epi- 
lepsy, leaving 41 per cent not due to 
Inherited causes. It may be remarked 
that consanguinity, to which so many 
ills are attributed when not otherwise 
accounted for, is not as practiced in 
tiiis country, held to be a factor In 
producing epilepsy. 


S U M M I N G UP THE RESULTS. 
"On the face of the returns this in- 


stitution has been a 
success. 
Only 
aiioat ten percent of those who have 
gone out from it have brought up- In 
prison. 
Seventy per cent have gone 


out classed as reformed, and ten. pftr 
cent more as probably reformed. The 
remainder are 
ne'er-do-wells where- 
ever they are. 
If not criminals they 
are also not reputable citizens. Of the 
eighty per cent classed as reformed or 
probably reformed 
a 
round three- 


fourths could have been so classed and 
safoly taken out to be placed in good 
homes the morning succeeding their 
several commitments. 
A single night 


within the barred' g-a-tes. to show them 
that society had them within its.grasp, 
would 
have done a-s much 
toward 
making good boys of them as'punish- 


j ment can do. All they stood in need of 
i was a chance.

mainly Tiot criminals. 
They are tm- 
governed and annoying to the commu- 
nities where they live, and are sent 
to the school to be gotten rid of. Thanks 
to the two chaplains who are the pa- 
role officers, places are found for them 
as speedily as possible, for It is held to 
be without question that a,moderately 
reputable' home where the people work 
Is better for any normally born boy 
than the best reformatory institution 
that was- ever Invented. And so say all 
who come in touch with Institutional 
life no matter what Its form.

"If I have a fault to find with those 


who have In their keeping the public 
institutions of California, It Is that 
they do not, all of them, put -them- 
selves enough upon inquiry to find out 
what the world has 
already learned 


concerning the tasks which 
confront 


them. They seem to feel sufficient un^ 
to themselves when:perhaps they may 
not always prove so. 
It may be admitted, by way of ex- 


tenuation, that knowledge without Hie 
requisite personality cannot succeed, 
bp that knowledge never so profound: 
while the requisite personality, with- 
out the knowledge often does measur- 
ably well—but that Is another text 
The business in hand la to call the at- 
tention to the net results of fifty years 
of constant effort to take the tangles 
out of -bad boys and girls at the Roch- 
ester Reform School. • 
THE ERA OF CELLS AND BARS. 


'At the beginning there were barred 
and grated cells where lads of six and 
upwards put their little hands through 
the bars at roll' call that their keep- 
ers might count .them. 
Boys 
were 


whipped for infractions of the rules 
urotil their persons were so scabbed 
that Infection was communicated to 
the officers in charge, and the physi- 
cians put a stop to the excess of cru- 
elty in self defense. 
Still the deform- 


ed characters of -these wards of the 
State of New York were not reformed. 
Only the thoughtless were rounded up. 


"Other methods were tried with vig- 
or and rigor, and the press and tia 
public took flattering unction to their 
souls because, forsooth, bad boys by 
the score did better after they came 
out, 
and now and again one did admira- 


bly well, but those with eyes to see and 
hearts to feel knew that it was not the 
crooked that were being- made straight. 
It was only the wrongly inclined twigs 
that were straightened up and perliaps 
braced by bitter experience against 
relapse. 
Deformed characters were 
stlli not reformed. 


A MANUAL TRAINING ERA. 
"Along about 
1884 an 
enthusiast 


came over from the Boston Institute of 
Technology and lectured the Board of 
Managers of the Reform School on the 
uses of manual training and the trade 
school. Another year saw the idea em- 
bodied in material form. This aided, 
but did not insure the reformation of 
moral deformity. It was valuable, ex- 
ceedingly valuable, but left much to be 
desired. 


"In 1886 Vincent Master, now of El- 


mlra reformatory, Introduced the mili- 
tary system In perfection, later adding 
rifles with bayonets not ground oft 
This taught obedience, made discipline 
easier, and^frtm that day to this there 
has not occurred a serious incident be- 
cause- of those rifles with bayonets 
fixed. This gave the lads exterior car- 
riage, erectness and alertness, but the 
Internally deformed in character were

"Rochester, N. Y., Oct. 6, 1905.. 
"Perhaps It Isn't the best kind of land. 


States are seldom good judges of real 
estate, but sucli as it Is, hill and valley, 
slope and marsh, there are 1406 acres 
of it and it is fast becoming "The Agri- 
cultural and Industrial Reform School* 
for disobedient boys of "Western New 
York, to take the place of the son-to-be 
dismantled Rochester Reform School. 


The new experiment is to be watched 


with interest by all who have any inter- 
est in making the paths-of the crooked 
straight. 
The old school has enjoyed 


high rank among the reform schools of 
the land, and deservedly. 
Only those 


who saw deeply saw that' the real work 
of reform, the reforming of deformed 
characters, was not 
being adequately 


performed. 
May the new venture go 


deeper and do more. It will deserve, too 
for the State of New York Is going to 
try1 good and hard. 


THE COTTAGE PLAN. 


"There are'to be thirty cottages, and 


each one is' going to accommodate a com-

Each of these classes is in turn 
to be further subdivided and assigned 
to cottages according to character and 
disposition. After this, age will Be con- 
sidered. 
"There are to be no bolts or bara, and 


only the cottages filled with the more 


guarded. 
The military system will in 


the main be left behind, though there 
will probably be some drilling. 


"A further reason for removing the 


Rochester Reform School to the country 
Is that fifty per cent of the lads commit- 
ted have-not the requisite power of ris- 
crimlnatlon to permit of their becoming 
skilled mechanics. A boy who cannot 
comprehend a sixteenth of an Inch as an 
appreciable fraction of Infinite space Is to 
be made Into a farmer. If the State of 
New York can do It. 


"Ninety per cent of all the boys com- 


mitted to this Institution have had re- 
ligious training In some form, and most 
of them have been to school. The larger 
portion left .school while in the third 
grade, the next larg-er in the fourth. 
Few have come from the grades above 


the public 
They have 
been out of school on one pretext or an- 
other. As a rule they are either ftaJf- or- 
phans or their parents have separated— 
the human dregs of human life homeless 


THE PERSONAL EQUASION. 


"This experiment Is, as above stated, 


to be watched with Interest, but Its suc- 
cess or failure Is likely tc .-'nge, not 
upon the quality of the land or the char- 
acter of the instruction given, whether 
agricultural.
